competition. It is impossible 


te separate 
agricultural settlement from 
the security problem. 


The intention of t Minis- 
ter of Agricuiture. Mr. Moshe 
Dayan, was to say that part 
of our agricultural settile- 
ment also fulfils security 
finctions. and is important 
for the purpose of dispersing 
the country's population as 
well. It is especially the bor- 
der settlements which are 
young and sensitive and their 
competitive ability falls below 
the older and more well- 
founded settlements. In those 
conditions, one cannot speak 
of free competition. But free 
competition in agriculture is 
not desirable at all. for bio- 
logical and botanical reasons 
Other countries also prevent 
free competition in agricul- 
ture. and this is also to the 
advantage of the strong pro- 
ducers.

Accord- 
ingly. the IDB’'s share in this 
financing, was about 6 per 
cent. In 1960 the investments

volume ‘the TDR report cites 
the figure of I1.205m. for in- 
vestments in industry includ- 
ing mining. which wou'd 
dovetail with the Bank of 
Israel provisional estimate 
but at 19598 prices’.
